A Bloody Encounter st Mons in Which 
Fourteen Lives Are Lost—Stone-Throw- 
ing at the Resalx Collieries Responded To 
with Bullets, Adding Seventeen Victims 
to the List of Killed and Wounded—An- 
archists and Socialists Stirring Up Strife. 
Brvssers, March 29.—Three hundred 
strikers made an attack on the Mariemont 
colliery at Mons today and were fred upon by 
troops. The number of kilied and wounded is 
fourteen. 
The entire reserve force has been called out. 
WHE. these additional troops the army will 
pumber 62,000 men. 


{Mons is the Capital of the vince of Hainaut, 
Belgium, twenty-seven miles southeast of Tour- 
pay, on the railway from Brussels to Valenciennes. } 


The strikers stopped work at the Resaix 
poilieries today. They were thrice ordered to 
disperse, but refused to do so, and began to 
throw stones at the troops. The latter fired 
ypon the rioters, killing and wounding seven- 
tee n. 

The miners at Auto ing. three miles southeast 
of Tournay, struck today and went rioting. 
They formed into a body and marched to- 
wards Tournay for the purpose of looting the 
place. Troops sallied out from that place to 
meet them, and a conflict followed, in which 
many persons were wounded. 

The strikes are spreading in the coal-mining 
districts of Flenn and Borinage and the autbor- 
jties there fear trouble. The miners in the 
latter district receive but $8 a week. They 
dave destroyed the residence of the mine man- 
ager by dynamite. In these districts there 
bave already been several conflicts between 
the strikers and the troops and many have 
‘Deen killed on both sides. Reinforcements 
bave been sent to the scene from Mons.

\ The Socialists are greatly enraged because of 
the energetic achon of the military in sup- 
pressing disturbances. As an act of revenge 
they threaten to raid the extensive cloth-works, 
‘which are a conspicuous feature of that town. 

Lareoyer, the leader of the Socialists, bas 
Deen arrested. It bas been proved that the 
plots were not due to political causes. Of the 
100 persons arrested here in connection with 
the disturbances one-half are oid convicts of 
the worst kind.

’ Rioters last night attacked and burned a pot- 
tery manufactory at Bandour, near Mons. 
They succeeded in resisting the gendarmes, 
who, however, shot and killed three of the 
rioters. 

The citizens of Fleurus, seven miles north- 
east of Charleroi, have armed themselves with 
pitebforks, clubs, and guns, and have thus far 
succeeded in defending their town from pillage. 
They drove one army of rioters away by main 
com mit- 

are being formed by the citizens in other 
places threatened by the strikers. 

The workmen in the cloth factories at Ver- 
viers have joined the strike. 

Charleroi today is a vast military camp from 
which flying columns are operating in ali direc- 
tions. Itis believed now that the worst is 
over. The Government has authorized the 

able inbabitants of the city to arm them- 

ves and use every means in their power to 

defend their domiciies. There is a more confi- 

dent feeling. The civilian patrois and the 

troops are overmastering the rioters. One hun- 

éred arrests have been made, among them sev-

CLEVELAND, O., March 29.—(|Special.|—To- 
night the Board of Aldermen passed, under a 
suspension of the rules, an Aldermanic ord- 
nance limiting the daily bours of labor of 
street-car workers to twelve, includimg time 
for meals and “iayovers”’ between trips. This 
makes it a law. The street-car companies, 
except the Brookiyn line, which bas already 
obeyed its provisions, say they will not observe 
it, and the Council will grant no favors until 
they all do. The wages on all lines have been 
made unitorm at $1.75 a day. 

La Crosse, Wis., March 29.—|Special.|—The 
knitting girls of the La Crosse Hosiery Com- 
pany quit work today on a reduction of wages 
from 20 to 18 cents a dozen pairs of socks. The 
managers say the prices paid here are higher 
than in other cities.§ 

New Yor«, March 29.—(Spemal.j}—About 
800 of the 450 employés of the Chelsea Jute 
Millis, at the foot of West Twenty-tifth street, 
are on a strike for better wages. The strikers 
are mostiy girls, employed principaliy as spin- 
ners and weavers. The fifty or more men em- 
ployed in the mills are at work. There are 
only three jute mulls in the country. . 

The United Tailors’ Union held a large mass- 
meeting this evening to protest against the 
task system and to demand its abolition. 
Resolutions were adopted demanding the sub- 
stitution of day work not to exceed ten hours. 

The Executive Committee of the United 
Hatters of North America were in session all 
day at the Tremont House discussing 8 for 
the of the union label. rs 
prepared giving a fac-simile of the 
asking members and friends of 
organized labor to buy no hat without it. 

Thirty-two girls employed in L. Waterbury 
& Co.'s rope-walk in Teneyck street, Williams- 
burg, who struck two weeks ago on account of 
a reduction of 20 per cent in their wages, went 
to work today at the reduced rates. Three 
hundred men were thrown out of employment 
by the strike, and the girlé who went back to- 
day to work laid their failure to the refusal of 
the men to support them in their demands. 
They also said the Knights or Labor promised 
to belp them, but didn’t do it. 

Lonpon, Out., March 29.— The employés bere 
of the Grand Trunk Railway have decided to 
reject Mr. Hickson’s proposition for a partial 
restoration of the reduction in wages, and to 
demand a return to full pay. It is stated that 
tne employés at all other points on the Grand 
Trunk system are working in unison with 
those at London on this question.

MICHIGAN AVENUE’S RIVAL. 
Indiana Avenue Property-Owners Schem- 


The title of Michigan avenue to be consid- 
ered we boulevard of the South Bide is 
now under dispute. Its rival is a next-door 
neighbor named Indiana avepue, which con- 
templates improvements which threaten to 
throw the popular boulevard into the shade. 
The long-suffering public who for years have 
meekly submitted to the eternal jolting of the 
Indiana avenue cars are to have their reward. 
The South Side City Railway Company has se- 
cured an ordinance to lay a double track on 
Indiana avenue, and ere long travel on 
that route will be both expeditious 
and comfortable. The property-owners 
on the avenue with a shrewd eye to business 
have made up their minds to improve the en- 
tire thorougbfare from Twenty-second street 
to Thirty-ninth, so as to codperate with the 
South Side City Railway in the general work of 
improvement. The entire width of the avenue 
is sixty-six feet, of which the roadway takes 
up thirty-eight feet and the sidewalks four- 
teen. The new double track will leave eleven 
feet of roadway between the track and the 
curb. About two weeks ago George 
and a num- 
ber of other property-owners laid their 
heads together, and by dint of visitation and 
infiuence have already succeeded in converting 
the majority of the wners to their 
views. According to de proposed plan the 
roadway of the avenue will be widened by 
setting back the curb four feet on each side, 
thus making the roadway only four teet nar 
rower than that of Michigan avenue. The 
sidewalks wilt be six feet wide independent of 
a coping four feet high on the. lawn 
side of the walk. This is intended 
to protect the walk from the 
lawns, and three feet will be added to the 
lawns in front of the bouses. All the fences 
and copings are to be removed, and will 
be placed on the front line of the lots in such 
disposition that the avenue will be eight feet 
wider between the trees than Michigan ave- 
nue. Very few of the old trees which at pres- 
ent grace the avenue are worth preserv- 
ing, their growth having been stunted 
through lack of nourishment induced 
by the stone sidewalk and the 
hard roadway. Any of them, bowever, 
whose lives it may be desirable to spare will 
be placed in iine with the new trees on the 
lawns. The promoters of the improvement 
claim that the arrangement of the trees will give 
the avenue the ap of a broad boule- 
yard, and so add materially to its beauty, and 

nsequently enhance the value of property. 
The majority of the property-owners are en- 
thusiastic over the projected improvement, 
and petitions in favor of the changes are 


being extensively circulated and signed in the 


district. The expense, it 1s said, will be insig- 
nificant. The Seuth Side City Railway Compa- 
ny will use horse-cars in the meantime ou the 
double track when constructed, but the prop- 
erty-owners anticipate that before long a cable 
system will be introduced on the road.

EIGHT HOURS ONLY. 


CITY EMPLOYES TO WORK UNDER THE 
NEW SYSTEM AFTER MAY 1. 


An Ordinance Covering This Point Passed 
in the Council Last Night—Non-Unica 
Offices Will Get No City Printing by Un- 
derbidding Union Offices—The Baptist 
Ministers Discuss the Eight-Hour Move- 
ment—The Maxwell Boycott. 


The Council had a protracted and interest- 
ing meeting last evening. The lobbies were 
crowded, the special attraction being apparent- 
ly the introduction of motions relative to “ the 
Eight-Hour law,” and to the question of 
whether union or non-printers should 
do the city's printing. Ald. Young pre 
sided, and as usual floundered helpiesly on 
questions of order, and allowed himself to be 
bullied by Ald. Hildreth as long as the Seventh 
Ward metaphor-juggier desired. 

A prominent figure in the Couneil Chamber 
was Mike McDonaid, who flitted around among 
the Aldermen as though having heavy busi- 
ness o Mr. Hildreth kept up his repu- 
tation coming in at a late hour and immedi- 
ately making a twenty-minute speech on the 
eubject then in hand, winam up with the re- 
mark: We don't want no biatherskite 


speeches here.” 

Ald. Cullerton handed in an ordinance to the 
effect that on and after May 1, 1886 |the date of 
the compulsory introduction of the Eight- 
Hour law by the Knights of Labor], eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s work for all em- 
ployés of the city and for all persons em- 
ployed on work performed by the city, whether 
the same shall de done under contract 
or otherwise: and any city official or contractor 
for city work who shall receive or exact 
more than eight hours’ labor from any such 
employé in any one day (except in case of 
emergency) shall allow and pay to such em- 
ployé double wages in proportion to the addi- 
tional hours so worked. 

The reading of the proposed ordinance was 
received with much entbusiasm by the lobbies. 
It was ordered published and laid over. 

The Chair (Ala. Young) introduced an order 
directing the Controller to award the contract 
for the printing of the annual pamphlet re- 
ports of 1885, for the year 1886, for the various 
departments, to the lowest of the three bidders 
employing union men only, under advertise- 
ment dated Feb. 15, 1886, and that all other 
bids be rejected: and instructing the Controller 
to pay the bills for 
This motion was 
pleasure by the lobbies and galleries. 
Ald. Colvin moved to suspend the rules s chat 
the order might at once be passed. The motion 
had half a dozen seconders, and was about to 
go through with a whoop, when Ald. Wethereil 
undertook to stem the tide and say a word on 
the unpopuiar side. Apologizing for so doing, 
he pointed out the charter provision that the 
city’s work sball be given to the lowest 
responsibie bidder. Ald. Campbell made an 
unavailing attempt to discover if there bad 
been any lower bids than those referred to in 
Ald. Youne’s motion. Ald. Noyes moved to 
give the contract to the lowest bidder, but the 
motion was notin writing quick enough to ve 
formally noticed by the Chair; Aid. Manierre 
moved to give the printing to bids within the 
charter; and eventually all amendments were 
laid on the table by a vote of 22 to 9 and the 
order passed by a vote of 24 to 7. 


The Baptist Preachers Discuss the Relations 
of Capital and Wageworker, with Partica. 
lar Regard to the Eight-Hour Movement. 
The Baptist ministers devoted their attention 

at their meeting yesterday to the merits of the 

eight-hour question as presented by a commit- 
tee from the National Eight-Hour Association. 

The committee was present at the invitacion of 

the ministers, and comprised Messrs. Tuomas 

E. Hill, George A. Soliiliing, and William Giea- 

son. 

Mr. Hill opened the discussion by asserting 
that 26,000 wageworkers were idle in Chicisro 
at various times last year, 8,000 in Detroit, 
35,000 in New York, and 15,000 in Pittsburg. 
The remedy for this state of affairs was shorter 
hours. It would give more men work and off- 
set the enforced idleness of men who had been 
thrown out of work by the introduction of la- 
bow-saving machinery. The manufacturers 
cry out,” said Mr. Hill, “ that the way to off- 
set the rapid work of a machine is to open 
up new fields to dispose of the product, but 
they forget or overloo« the fact that shorter 
hours of labor would accomplish the same 


George Schilling said that ministers paid lit- 
tle attention as a rule to matters of interest to 
the laboring classes, devoting tneir time to dis- 
seminating sound doctrines of morality, but he 
preached a sound system of economics. The 
clergy had an idea that good and bad times 
were like good and bad weather—they could 
not be belped. The preachers shoved the re- 
| sponsibility off onto the Almigbty’s shoulders. 

Dr. Goods contradicted this assertion, 
and Schilling said be desired to be corrected if 
he was wrong in his statement, but he read the 
sermons of a good many ministers and thought 
his asserton not far-fetched. Continuing, he 
said it was a poor time to preach moral- 
ity when a man was starving, and 
men, and women, and young .giris 
were forced into crime by lack of work. 
Reply ing to Dr. Goodspeed, Schilling said the 
question of wages would regulate itself. He 
hoped the Government would not interfere in 
the movement, because the eight-hour day 
would eventually be the great barrier against 
revolution, 

William Gleason followed with a brief ad- 
dress sustaining the views expressed by his 
colleagues. He charged that too many manu- 
facturers looked upon their men as 80 many 
machines, and treated them as such. 

Dr. Lorimer was thoroughiy in accord with 
the general scheme of the labor organizations 
and believed it the mission of ministers of the 
Gospel to stand first of all beside the laborer. 
The rich could command influence, Wu’ the 
laborer needed the aid of philanthropists. 
After the committee had withdrawn Dr. Lori 
mer introduced the following resoluuon, which 
was unanimously adopted by the assembly: 

We, the convention of Baptist ministers, in con- 
ference assembied, heartily express our approba- 
tion in general of the aims of the workingmen’s or- 
ganization and do cordially commend their scheme 
of reform to the good people of the community— 
capitalists and laborers together—esiring also 
that, in a humbie way, we may be able to further 
its progress. 


How South Water Street Commission-Men 
View the Boycott Circular Sent Them with 
Regard to Maxwell Bros.’ Boxes. 

The circular issued by the Maxwell Bros. 
strikers bad on the list of firms to be boycotted 
a number of South Water street commission 
merchants. The firm of F. L. Cook bad a short 
while ago an order filled by Maxwell Bros. for 
a dozen boxes. This was their first order to 
them in two years. Mr. Arata of A. J. Arata 
& Co. said toa TRIBUNE reporter that a boy- 
cott wouldn't affect him in the least. They 
would continue to patronif% Maxwell Bros., as 
they bave always treated them weil. The boy- 
cott, Mr. Arata said, hadn't affected the firm 
and couldn't. Mr. A. Ryder of Ryder & Co. 
said they hadn’t ordered boxes from Maxwell 
Bros. for three or four wéeks. They do not 
intend to get any boxes from them until the 
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they

Labor Notes. 

It was stated in Tun Tumor of Saturday 
last that the clothing cutters, in inaugurating 
an eight-hour movement, would not demand 
pay for the nine or ten hours which have here- 
tofore constituted a day’s work. The. men 
say, however, that their object is to secure a 
working day of eight hours without any re- 
duction of the rate of pay they are now re- 
ceiving. 

Wholesale clothing manufacturers have 
agreed to reduce the hours to eight and make 
no reduction in wages. 

The journeymen plumbers beld a largely-at- 
tended meeting at Plasterers’ Hall last nicbt. 
The question of eight hours as a day’s work 
was the topic of discussion. The report of a 
committee on eight hours was received and dis- 
cussed. The report provided for a scale of 
time to be allowed journeymen to get from the 
shop to where the work was to be done. The 
report recommended the abolition of piece 
work or work by the hour—everything to be 
by the day of eight hours. Final consideration 
of the report was postponed till the next meet- 


ing. 

The North Side Coal Heavers’ Union held a 
largely-attended meeting last night at Bow- 
man’s Hall, No. 109 Chicago avenue. They de- 
eided to join the Kniebts of Labor in a body 
next Monday night. A scale of wages was 
adopted for the season—namely: 12 cents for 
hard ,coal and 14 cents for soft coal, net tons. 
This is the same as last summer's scale. The 
union has a membership of over 300 and is in a 
flourishing condition, 

Ata meeting of the cuttere and trimmers 
employed by Miller, Cisena & Co., No. 183 Fifth 
avenue, a resoluuon was adopted thanking the 
firm for reducing their time from ten to eight 
hours without a reduction of wages.

PARTY LEADERS IGNORED. 


HOUSE ACTION ON A DUPLICATE OF 
THE BLAIR EDUCATION BILL. 


It Is Referred to the Labor Committee for 


Wasnineton, D. C., March 29.—[Spe- 
cial.}|—The action of the House in referring a 
duplicate of the Blair Educational bill passed 
by the Senate to the Committee on Labor 
is fraught with important consequences. By a 
vote of 184 to 115 the reference to the Educa- 
tion Committee was defeated, and by a vote of 
188 to 113 u was sent to the Labor Committee. 
The supporters of the Biair grab were hopeful 
this morning, but not very positive. The 
result does not commit the House to 
the support of the measure, but it 
increases the difficulty of defeating it, 
Most of the Republican members who voted to 
send the bill to the Labor Committee did so 
on the ground that it would be a dangerous 
precedent to indorse the right of any commit- 
tee to pigeon-hole a measure which it did not 
believe in. The Southern Democrats were 
nearly solid in following Willis in his fight 
against Carlisle, Morrison, and Randall. 
It was thought significant that the com- 
binea leadership on the Democrat 4 
side was contemptuousiy ignored by 
majority of the Democrat members. Morrison 
bad unwisely boasted that the Senate vill nad 
been put to sleep forall time. Randall sar- 
castically inquired during the discussion if any 
one could give a reason why it should not go to 
the Committee on Bducation. Dunn ot Ar 
kansas retorted : Because that committee is 
packed ageinst it.“ While the voting was 
going on Morrison and Randal! were in earnest 
consultation, but their united efforts were un- 
availing.

At the Capital—A Number of Labor Bills 
Before Congress, but Little Probability of 
= sence amare ee ee neee 
Wasarroros, D. C., Maroty 29.—(Special.}— 

The Congressional labor legislators have been 

busy today. O'Neill, the Chairman, was away 
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Mr. Lawler introduced a preamble and resol u- 
tion reciting that the recent correspondence 
Mr. Powderly, Grand Master of the 
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Mr. Lovering, from the Committee on Labor, 
reported a bill authoriging the Commissioner 
ot Labor to make an investigation as to con- 
Vict labor. It was placed on the House cal- 
endar. ’ 

Mr. Logan’s Army bill was placed before the 
Senate, apd Mr, Logan had read a letter from 
Gen. Sheridan favoring the proposed increase. 
Mr. Piumd opposed it. When the army was to 
be called in to put down local troubles it would 
be because pubiic opinion bad pot dose its per- 
fect work. It would not do to instil into the 

ple's mind this lesson of force as a remedy 
er such troubles, and of all forms of force the 
use of an army or the exercise of power by the 
General Government was the most objeotion- 
bie, The present proposition was one oaleu- 
lated to develop wore frills, furbelows, shoul- 
derstraps, and decorations.

See to it that he who performs labor shall reap 8 
fair compepeation and that profits shall be shared 
justly between him who furnishes the capital and 
him who furnishes the labor to make the capita! 
productive, and von will have no trouble between 
labor and capital. Control through an army is not 
the control desired. Self-control was the charac- 
teristie of our people und would see them through 
all their differencees. 

Mr. Teller saw no necessity for an increase. 
Violence in the States should be put down by 
the people of the States. It was not desira- 
bie to resort to a standing army for police pur- 
poses, and the people do not intend that local 
disturbance should be put down by National 


troops. 

Mr. Logan defended bis position on the bill. 
As to one of the arguments advanced by the 
Senator from Kansas (Mr, Plumb) that because 
laborers were poorly paid the soldiers should 
not be betrer paid than at present, Mr. Logan 
thought thata very poor argument. It was 
very singuiar that men of wealth and bankers 
rich enough to be hardly able to count their 
money were always found to be the friends of 
the workingmen. (Laughter in the galleries. 
Said Mr. Logan. 

I was brought up to labor on a farm at $6 a 
month, and when any man insinuates that | am not 
the friend of the poor man it is utterly unjustifi- 
able.

IS THE DECISION OF THE ELE(TION 
COMMISSION FINAL? © 


Some Doubt as to the Precise Legal Char- 
acter of the Commilasion—Is It a Jud 
cial Tribynal Independent of the Coup- 
ty Court, or Is the Judge af the Coprt 
Simply Its Superior Officer?—Nice Points 
to Be Settled, 

The appeal of D. W. Nickerson from the 
decision of the Election Commission restoring 
A. H. Greenmg of No, 132 Van Buren street to 
the register in the Ninth Preeinet of the Pirat 
Ward came up before Judge Prendergast yes 
terday morning. The bearing of evidence was 
postponed till this morning, but an important 
question was decided yesterday-—viz.; whether 
in the case under consideration an appeal could 
be taken to the County Court from the Elec | 
tion Commission at all, The question was con- 
sidered of great importance because ſt in vol ved 
the relation between the County Judge and the 
Biechon Commission in general. If the court 
held that an appeal lay from the commission it 
recognized that the commission was a judicial 
tribuaoa! and independent of the County Court 
in ite actions. Judge Prendergast bas taken the 
position on former oceasions that be is the su- 
perior officer of tue Election Commissiaqn, which 
decision bas placed the board in a very peculiar 
position and created considerable dissatisfac- 
tion among Republicans who bad up to that 
time indorsed the independent course of the 
commission, It — — — ging 4 
Legislature to sata sueh «a 
tween County Judge and the commission 
as 8 yp be A. M. Pence, the 
author of the law, says the Commissioners 
ourut not to submit to the County Court. 
Anybody may appeal to that court from their 
decision, but he is nota pert of the commis 
sion. He bas no right to advise them any 
more than a Circuit Court Judge would have 
to advise a party in his case before it came to 
trial before him. The law intended that tne 
commissien should be independent and not be 
interfered with or advised by the County 
Court except in the matter of expenditures, as 
the warrants on the City and County Treasur- 
ers have to he submitted to the County Judge. 
Judge Prendergast yesterday decided that an 
appeal lay from the Election Commission, and 
thereby, as the appellants claim, virtually set 
aside his decision tnat he was the head of the 
Election Commissioa. ö 

When the Greening case came up the appel- 
lants were represented by H. O. MoDaid, the 
appellee by A. 8. Trude and Edgar Terhune. 
Mr. DoDaid stated we facts iu the case. Ob 
jection was made by Mr. Terhune that the law 
did not provide for an appeal in a case like the 
one under consideration. An appeal could be 
taken where a citizen’s application to the Elec 
tion Commission to be restored to the register 
bad been demed, but not where application 


judges had marked qualified. Mr. MoDaid sad 
in reply that the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners site in a judicial capacity. Its acts 
were subject to review. by the court as a re- 
viewing court.

The court held that it would bea power too 
enormous te be vested in the Commissioners, 
as there was fear of abuse in the future. He 
also feared te bold the degision of the County 
Court final, because that, too, was liable to 
cause trouble in the future, He concluded; 
*Inasmuck as the counse| for the objector, 
Nickerson, states that the -citizens desire the 
court to bold that an appeal from this court 
Would operate for bis side, I am inclined to 
think that they ought to bave the opportunity 
to appeal to the higber courts; in other words, 
it is simply a method of getting the question 
to the Supreme Court, leaving the party @ 
right to vote, if he should be succesafyl. I 
will aot make any order, as at present advised, 
that he is not entitled to vote. When this 
court decides that a party is entitled to vote 
no appeal or procedure of any kind will be 
allowed to operate to deprive bim of the right 
to vote at the commg election, With that 
statement the parties may produce their evi- 
dence.” The introducuyun of evidence was 
postponed till this moruing, together with the 
discussion of the question as to the right of 
the inmates of lodging-houses to vote.

Every 
lawyer who knows enough to come in out of 
the rain knows that the acts of a de facto of- 
ficer who bas been commissioned by the board 
are always legal and binding and canpot be 
attacked collaterally. The only relief, if it be 
true that any person js not a householder, is to 
ask the commission or the County Court to re- 
move him. But it he holds the election there 
is the end of the matter. They might as weil 
claim that every person defeated at an election 
could go into tae question us to whether the 
judge was a person of good understanding, for 
that is a requirement of the statute just as 
much as that be shall be a householder.“

They Have Been Embalmed and Are Now

“THE ‘TIDE IS RISING.” 
THUS SAITH SAM JONES OF THE SOUTH 
SIDE REVIVAL, 


A Throng of Seekers After the Light Crowd 
the Inquiry-Rooms and Ask for Help— 
Every One Should Know Christ and Fol- 
low Him—Sam Small Has Still Another 
Word to Say to Preachers of the Ortho- 
dox School of Christianity. 

At noon today Brother Jones will preach at 
Farwell Hall, at8 o'clock Mr. Small will speak 
at Trinity M. E. Church, Indiana avenue near 
Twenty-fourth street, and at 7:30 Brother 
Jones will preach at the rink. 

Famidar faces in the front seats at the 
Casino last night were conspicuously absent. 
The sectional division of the entire building 
and the assignment of pastors and the individ- 
ual workers from the several churches aiding 
the revival to various parts of the main floor 
and gallery left all the best seats for the 
occupancy of those not directly iden- 
tified with the work. The remarkable success 
attending the efforts of the Lord’s skirmishers 
or pickets Sunday night, when they were scat- 
tered through the audience on the main floor, 
induced the committee to place additional 
workers in the gallery, so that last night every 
portion of the building was carefully looked 
after. Dr. Lorimer and the workers from his 
church hed half of the west and the entire 
north side galleries Dr. Scudder and 
the workers from dis eburcb had 
the east or State street side galiery and the 
workers from Immanuel Baptist Church bad 
the south and the remaining balf of the west 
side galleries. The circular box in the south- 
east corner of the gailery was reserved for an 
inquiry room, Dut it Was not used last night. 
There were a large number of colored people 
in the audience, a great many of them 
occupying seats near the platform. All 
of them gave the closest possible attention to 
the services, and if one is permitted to judge 
from the expression of their faces they were 
more deeply impressed by the sermon than 
were their white neighbors. 

During Mr. Jones’ talk one of the old-school 
Amen-praise-the-Lord Methodists occupied 
a seat towards the back of the plat- 
form and succeeded in excitmg the 
merriment of the choir by giving emphasis to 
the speaker's good points. His * Amens’’ and 
„Praise the Lords” were given in a weak and 
feeble voice at the outstart, but as the sermon 
progressed he gained in confidence, so that 
towards its close his exciamations were suffi- 
ciently round and full to reach the ends of the 
building. Hie evident earnestness made him 
entirely oblivious to the attention he attracted. 

When the benedicuon was pronounced not 
more than one-third of tne large audience bur- 
ried off, leaving probably 2,000 people anxious 
to etay for the after services. Mr. Jones took 
his acoustomed place on the platform and de- 
gan calling for the penitents to come forward, 
One of the first to come was a young woman. 
Tears were streaming from der eyes, 
and her face betokened an absolute 
repentance. She was escorted to the south 
side inguiry room. The choir then sang a 
bymn, and then Brother Jones raised his voice 
again. He said: Come on, friends. Seek 
God tonight. Don't hold back. A numberof 
women and two gray-haired men came for- 
ward, and, after shaking bands with the re 
vivalist, all of them went into the inquiry room. 
The choir. then sang another bymo, and Mr. 
Jones began again. **Come on.“ be said. and 


let's make an honest start tonicht. There's ne 


use putting it off any longer, and you can start 
right now as well as any other time.” This 
started the movement again, and about 100 
persons responded. Mr. Jones then went into 
the inquiry room and labored with 
the penitents there, Both  inguirr 
rooms contained more people than any 
night previous, and about 225 gave 
in their names from the two rooms, while 
about seventy-five more who were unable to 
get into either one remained outside and gave 
their names to the outside workers, making a 
total of about 300,.and forming the biggest 
night's work thus far in the revival. Sam 
Jones bimself said the tide was rising beyond a 
doubt, and that he expected the present week’s 
work would be the best he ever did. 

Members of the Execrtive Committee are 
quietly canvassing the advisability of procur- 
ing the services of some eminent revivalist to 
continue meetings when Jones and Small finish 
at the end ofthis week. As yet no definit ac- 
tion bas been taken, but there isa proba- 
bility of the committee helding a meeting 
within a day or so to consider the matter. Sev- 
era) members of the committee claim that the 
city is on the eve of a great revival, and that 
the one thing needful is to keep the movement 
alive. The argument is advanced that a deeper 
interest is being manifested in the work, and 
that it would be poor policy to hold back just 
at the present time when the people have been 
thoroughly aroused. 

In a talk with the Treasurer of the Executive 
Committee, it was learned that the deficit will 
not exceed $2,000, and that private subscrip- 
tions are already beginning to come in. About 
$50 was contributed yesterday, one contribu- 
tion being a $25 check from a well-known eit 
zen.

Ir is probable that the first week of the 
present month (March) will long be remem- 
bered as the one in which the price of wheat 
in England touched the lowest point of the 
century. The average price of home-grown 
wheat for that week in the 187 towns of En- 
gland and Wales was only 29 shillings per 
quarter of eight imperial bushels. The ay- 
erage of the corresponding week for the last 
ten years is 41K shillings, and the highest of 
the period was 51 shillings, being that for 
the corresponding week in 1877. On the un- 
derstanding that the imperial bushel averages 
sixty-two pounds, that 29 sirillings per quar- 
ter is equal to only 84 K cents per bushel of 
sixty pounds. 


At the meeting of the City Council last 
night Oullerton introduced an ordinance 
providing that eight hours shall constitute a 
day's work for all persons employed by or 
for the city. A resolution was passed pro- 
viding that the city printing shall not be let 
to any office employing non-union printers, 
Colvin introduced a new gas ordinance au- 
thorizing he Eenomie“ Company to lay 
mains and tear up the streets anew.

AMORMON ATTACK ON JUDGE ZANE 

Having secured the removal of Gov. Mur- 
ray the Mormons seem encouraged to think 
they can induce the President to accept the 
resignation” of Judge Zane, who, while sit- 
ting on the United States Bench in Utah, has 
been distinguished for his strict enforcement 
of the laws against polygamy. Before the 


‘rejoicings over the removal of Murray died 


away the Mormon attack on Judge Zane was 
renewed with greater bitterness than ever, 


and the “saints” have probably led em- 


selves to believe that if they could ousta 
Governor they may also be able to get rid of 
a fearless and independent Judge. It is, 
however, very doubtful whether the Presi- 
dent has power to. remove Judge Zane or 
even to call for his resignation.” The 
President’s power to remove does not extend 
to Judges of the United States courts, and it 
seems reasonably clear that Judge Zane is an 
officer of this class. His court is heid in a 
‘lL erritory, but the Judge was appointed by the 
President and derives his authority from the 
United States and not frem the Territory of 
Utah. While there niay be some dispute 
whether such an official is technically a 
„ Uuited States Judge,” there is at least a 
very grave doubt whether he is subject to re- 
moval by the President. 

About a week ago.Judge Zane made a brief 
address before a Gentile meeting in Salt 
Lake City, and in the course of his remarks 
strongly denounced the practice of polygamy 
and pledged himself to a continued strict en- 
forcement of the law. These remarks have 
proved a text for the Mormons, and in their 
renewed assaults on Judge Zane they accuse 
him of prejudging cases and forming opin- 
ions which make it impossible for him to act 
impartially as a Judge. Of course Judge 
Zane did-not in the course of his address de- 
nounce any particular person as guilty of a 
violation of the statutes, but condemned the 
lawlesness of polygamy and announced his 
determination to persist in enforcing the law 
strictly against all who were found guilty of 
its violation. Asacitizen Judge Zane ex- 
pressed himself in regard simply to violations 
of law, and his remarks would apply as well 
to burglary or larceny as to polygamy. The 
Mormons would hardly contend that a Judge 
who had formed an opinion adverse to lar- 
ceny was thereby disqnalified from acting 
fairly in the trial of an ‘alleged thief. Be 
cause a Judge denounces a violation of law 
it does not follow that he has formed an 
opinion as to the guilt or innocence of any 
particular person. 

Absurd as are the charges the Mormons 
make against Judge Zane, the saints might 
nevertheless be able to secure the removal of 
the Judge if the President’s power in the mat- 
ter was undoubted. Murray and other Federal 
officials in Utah have been required to step 
down and out under cover of ‘‘ resignations” 
and without any charges whatever being 
made against them. ‘The President preaches 
egainst polygamy in his messages to Con- 
gress and then uses his power of removal in 
such a manner as to cause universal rejoicing 
among the Mermons. Prominent Democrat- 
ic papers unite with the saints in the out- 
bursts of glee over the displacement of faith- 
ful Federal officials who have aroused the 
enmity of the Mormon Church. Dr. Miller’s 
paper, the Omaha Herald, says significanfly 
in a recent issue:

By way of commentary on ti above may 
be added the opinion of the Salt Lake Trib- 
une that Dr. Miller is in the employ of the 
Mormon Church, and has been working in 
its interest for years.” Of course it is well 
known that Dr. Miller is a very prominent 
Western Democrat, and aman of great influ- 
ence with the Administration. Whether the 
opinion of the Salt Lake Tribune be correct 
or not, there is somewhere a hidden influ- 
ence that causes the Democratic Administra- 
tion to remove Federal officials in the man- 
ner desired by the Mormon Church. For 
some reason the Mormons have a strong 
hold on the Democratic party. 


VAGRANTS NOT LEGAL VOTERS. 

As we understand Judge Prendergast's re- 
markable decision, it matters not how often a 
tramp may change his sleeping-place he is a 
legal voter if he has been within the precinct 
for thirty days previous to the election. A 
vagabond might migrate daily, or rather 
nightly, from store box to store box, and yet 
be regarded by the Judge as having a per- 
manent abode” inside the election district. 
The place of a man’s residence has always 
been regarded as a vital question in deter- 
mining his right to vote, but under the Pren- 
dergast ruling it will be impossible to apply 
such a test hereafter to the worst class of 
peripatetic vagabonds. The election ma- 
chinery furnishes no means to keep trace, of 
the roustabouts who change their, lodgings 
from day to day, anid hence under the new 
doctrine the more inveterate the vagrant the 
greater his opportunity to get his name on 
the voting-list, or seyeral of them, and escape 
detection. The person who changed his 
lodgings five or six times a year might be fol- 
lowed easy and detected if he attempted to 
vote in the wrong precinet, but there would 
be no such safeguard in the case of chronic 
tramps, whose tracks would be entirely cov- 
ered by their ceaseless peregrinations. The 
worse the tramp the greater his freedom of 
voting under Judge Prendergast’s decision. 

No doubt it would be very difficult to draw 
a hard and fast rule to determine in all cases 
a voter's place of residence. The courts: 
have held that this question does not turn 
simply on the place where a person may 
or sleep, but depends largely on his inten 
and accordingly he may live for atime in one 
place while his legal home is in another. A 
man may de absent for years atid yet not 
lose his residence or have his qualifications 
as u voter impaired. All that is necessary in 
such cases is that the person, not voting any 
a else, should continue to regard the 

place designated as his home“ and intend 

to.return to it, The primary question in re- 
gard to a person’s place of residence is that 
of intent, but under Judge Prendergast’s re- 


night. Such rulings are.calculated to make 
the law ridiculous and promote bogus voting. 

A person may be without visible of 
support and yet be entitled to the ballot, but 
it was never intended to bestow the suffrage 
on roving vagabonds. A man who would 
roam about the country and change his abode 
every three or six months might pass a life- 
time without becoming a legal voter in any 


State. It is necessary for him to have a 


fixed place of residence somewhere, and, 
while this depends on his intent, itis mant- 
festly absurd to allow tramps to falsely claim 
permanent abodes” wherever they see fit, 


Under Judge Prendergast’s decision « tramp 
‘may put forth claims plainly contradicted bv 
all the circumstances, and yet his oath must 
be regarded as sufficient and false swearing 


encouraged in cases where it is impossible 
to expose it. A decision vetter adapted to 
facilitate perjury and legal voting by tramps 
could hardly have been rendered. 


A DESTRUCTIVE DOCTRINE, 

In his. secret circular to the Knights of 
Labor Grand-Master Powderly makes refer“ 
ence to theif motto: An injury to one is 
the concern of all.” ‘This seeths to be one 


of the fundamental doctrines of that organ- 


ization. It was exemplified ina street-car 
strike in Brooklyn, the other day, when the 
employés of five cOmpanies who had no 
grievances and would have preferred to con- 
tinue working were ordered to strike because 
a few stablemen of a sixth company were 
not satisfied with the company's concessions, 
although it had reduced their hours and in- 
creased their pay. The employés of the 
other five lines obeyed the order and ceased 
earning the wages which they wanted, 
and left tens of thousands in no way inter- 


ested in the dispute to walk who wanted to 


ride. This new doctrine is illustrated on a 
still larger scale in the Southwestern strike, 
where, because a man named Hall in the em- 
ployment of the Texas Pacific bankrupt 
road in the hands of a receiver was dis- 
charged for absence without leave, as alleged, 
the employés not only of that road but of all 
the roads connecting with it were ordered to 
strike, and they obeyed, These cases illustrate 
the despotic ot the organization 
which is ruling so many of the workingmen 
of this country. It leaves them no liberty 
of opinion, no freedom of choice. If one 
man in anybody’s employment is discharged 
with or without cause the order comes 
to all the rest of the Knights in the city or 
State to stop work! 

If this doctrine is to prevall there will be 
no eid to strikes in this country and to the 
quarrels and disturbances growing out of 
them. No employer can manage his business 
intelligently or foretell what a day may bring 
forth, No wageworker can foreknow the 
day or the hour he may be ordered to quit 
work and proceéd to mob his employer, no 
matter how contented he may be with his sit- 
uation, his wages, or his hours; Bring the 
matter home. There are in Chicago, say, 
50,000 wageworkers of all classes, employed 
by several thousand persons, in two hundred 
or more different trades and lines of business. 
There is not a month in the year, not a week, 
and hardly a day but that there is some dis- 
pute or difference of opinion in some one of 
these tradés or shops; there is not a week or 
a day that some person is not discharged for 
one or another reason, but chiefly for drunk- 
enness. According to this mew dottrine of 
the Knights, that an injury to one is the 
coneern of all,” the entire membership of the 
Knights of Labor mast take up this quarrel 
of the one member and strike against the 
whole eity.. df this is to be the practice, if 
the interests of several thousand employers 
are to be imperiled because of a dispute | 
between one empleyé and his employer, then 
the workingmen might as well lay off alto- 
gether, for they will. make it impossible to 
manufacture and transact business here. 

But the Knights may answer that the order 
to quit work would apply only to the one 
branch of basiness in which the disagreement 
occurred. This does not mend matters very 
much, There are in this city, tor example, 
about 250 “printing establishments of all 
kinds, employing several thousand printers 
and pressmen. Every time that a printer 
may be discharged for any reason, or there is 
any disagreement in a newspaper or job of- 
fice, then, according to the new rule, all the 
printers pressmen in the city must 
strike, quit Work, and stop the issue of news- 
papers, pamphlets, magazines, books, and 
all job work. Every office must be entirely 
suspended until this one printer in some lit- 
‘tle jod office can settle his dispute with his 
foreman or employer. It would work the 
same way with cigarmakers, bricklayers, 
stonecutters, tailors, carpenters, plumbers, 
ralling-mill men, shoemakers, or any. other 
trade organization. It would be in the 
power of any one cigarmaker, bricklayer, 
stonecutter, tailor, or shoemaker to paralyze 
an entire industry and throw thousands of 
men out of work who had no grievance at all, 
and men willing and eager to work. What 
would be the outcome Of such a policy? 
Where could it end except in incessant strikes 
of various industries, perpetual quarrels and 
wrangles, boycottmg and mob violence, such 
‘as. we have seen in Missouri, Texas, and 
Kansas? If this be their doctrine, then the 
first thing the Kuights should do is to recon- 
struct their rules, otherwise they will put it 
out of the power of employers to hire men 
to conduct their business in safety. How 
can a shoemaker, for instanoe, employ men 
when a dispute between an employer and 
one of his workmen may shut up every shoe 
factory in the city without notice? Business 
conducted in this fashion would soon end in 
chaos, and the inevitable outcome would be 
the overthrow of productive industry. It 
reduces the workmen themselves to slaves, 
leaving them without the liberty of choice, 
and compelling them blindly to obey and act 
against their own interests where they have 
no grievance. The Knights of Labor would 
— well to heed the warning of their Master 
Workman—“ It * not wise to injure all for 
the sake of one.”

A NEW DANGER STARES MR. _ 
STONE IN THE FACE. | 


‘The Queen Informs the Premier that She 
Will Not Sanction Dissolution Should His 
Irish Scheme Suffer Defeat~—Chamber- 
jain Emphasizes His Secession by Voting 
Against the Government—The Grand Old 
Man Outlines His Program. 

LONDOM, Mech 28.—[ Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The dune. It is generally aus- 
serted tonight the Queen has informed 
Mr. Gladstone ehe will not sanetion a dis- 
solution of Parliament in the event of the de- 
feat of the Premier's Irish schemes. In cast- 
ing up the sum total of Mr. ‘Gladstone's alter- 
natives in case Of an adverse vote 
none of the numerous political critics 
seem to have taken the possibility of 
the Queen's assertion of ber royal prerogative 
into account. Desertéd by bis most powerful 
lieutepants, while others of bis colleagues are 
wavering between loyalty to their political 
creator and fealty to his enemies, and, finally, 
deprived of the privilege of a direct appeal to 
the country, the prospect of the Premier's at- 
taining the ambition of his later life—the pa- 


* cific establishment of a form of government 


for Lreland to be administered by Irish men—is 
daily becoming less bright. 

Mr. Gladstone and Lord Hartington, who 
was Secretary for War in the last Liberal 
Cabinet, interchanged communications today 
regarding the latter's attitude towards the 
Premier's proposed Irish policy. It will be re- 
membered that tne Conservatives at ope time 
made overtures to Lord Hartington looking to 
a fuéion of the Whigs and the Tories in a new 
party that it was claimed would easily control 
the political situation on any Irish measure. 
He, however, though a Whig, is a sincere ad- 
mirer of Mr. Gladstone and bas a} 
ways refused to either follow or 
lead any opposition to bim and 
has never in practice carried his differ fur- 
ther than abstention from support. If Lord 
Hartington should either take a place in the 
present Cabinet or openly proclaim bimselt a 
supperter of the Premier’s Irish proposals, this 
aid would more than counterbalance the effects 
of Mr. Chambériain’s secession. Mr. Cbamber- 
laln's personal followers are urging him to 
make use of the Natsonal Liberal Federation to 
discover the majority feeling of the Liberal 
party throughout Great Britain towards Mr. 
Gladstone's Irish policy. 

Meanwhile the greatest activity prevails 
among the Whigs and Radicals of Birmingham 
in thé preparations which are making for the 
cOmming caveus. The friends of Mr. Chamber- 
jain, as well as that gentleman bimselt, are 
confident of his abality to control the meeting, 
and although it is stated that the menibers of 
the Commons representing workingmen are 
true to Mr. Gladstone, there ga feeling among 
a large number of .Chamberiain’s opponents 
that be will suoceed in dominating its proceed- 
iugs. Rumors are circulated that if the pres- 
ent political crisis results lu a new election 
Lord Randolph Cbhurctill and Mr. Chamberlain 
will take the stump On the same platform. It 
is Also stated that in the same event the Bir- 
mingbam Liberals in John Bright's district 
will request that veuverable statesman to re- 
tire in favor of a younger man. 

The recent attitude toward home rule of 
Mr. James Stausfeld, the Radical member for 
Halifax, recalis the circumstance that in his 
last election address be made no reference 
whatever to Ireland. Quriousiy enough, bow- 


ever. in answering a question put to bim at a 


public meeting m Haltfax Nev. 27, only a few 
weeks after he bad issued bis address to the 
electors, he deciared that be was not in favor 
of allow ing Ireland the same degree of home 
rule as enjoyod by Austrailia or Canada. He 
desired to give to Ireland the benefit of 
every law conferring liberty that Great Britain 
possessed, and also every form of home rule 
consistent with imperial legisiative liberty, 
but further than this he would not go. 

It bas been, discovered that of 330 Liberal 
members of House of Commons only 
fourteen were prepare’ in November last to 
concede legislative independence to Ireland. 

Mr. Gladstone, in the House of Commons 
this afternoon, stated that April 8 be would 
ask permission to iutroduce his Irish Govern- 
ment bill. He added that April 12 the budget 
would be introduced, and that April 15 he 
would request permission to introduce a bull to 
ateend the law for the sale or purchase of land 
in-Ttreleand. The House wert into Committee 
on the Crotters bill. The Government opposed 
the extension of the principle of the Dill for 
the whole of Scotland. Mr. Chamberlain seized 
the opportunity which the bill presented of 
politically arraying himself against the Gov- 
ernmeat by voting against it on the propos 
tion.

He was the second son of the late Richard 
ne Esq.. brother of the first Lord Ashtown ta 
dne irish peéragé.

It was not, 
however, as a scholar or as a divide, but as a poet, 
that Mr. Treuch frat became Known, About 1837, 
while holding the incumbency of Curdridge Chapel.

There he continued in the active dis- 
charge of his parochial duties till 1845,. when his 
rector was promoted to the Deanery of Westmin- 
ster, and he was presented to the of Iteben 
Stoke by the late Lord Ashburton, to whom he had 
become known at Alversteke. Dr. Wilberforce, on 
his promotion to the See of Oxford, appointed Mr. 
Trench his examining chaplain. In 1845 and 1846 
he was Hulsean Lecturer at Cambridge and for a 
short time one of the select preachers. About 1847 
he became Theological Professor and Examiner at 
King’s College, London, and continued to hold that 
appointment until he was appointed Dean of 
Westminster on the death of Dr. Buckland in 1856. 
He was consecratad Archbishop of Dablin Jan. 1, 
1864, after the deceass of Dr. Whately. His chief 
publications are Notes on the Miracies;’’ “Notes 
on the Parables’’ (twelfth edition, i874); “ The 
Lessons in Proverbs;” “ The Sermon on the Mount, 
lilustrated from St. Augustine; ‘Sacred. Latin 


Poetry;” “St. Augustine as an Interpreter of 
Scripture;” “Synonyms of the New Testament; 
“The Epistles to the Seven Churches Of Asia 
Minor;” “An Essay on the Life and Genius of 
Calderon: ** Deficienciés in Our English Dictiona- 
ries: “Glossary of Baglish Words Used in Dif- 
ferent Senses a work On the Authorized Ver- 
sion of the New Testament, with Thoughts on Its 
Revision; a tseful treatise on the modern Eu- 
glish language, entitied ** The Steady of Words.“ 
being the substance of some lectures delivered at 
Winchester to the Diocesan Training College; and 
Lectures on Medieval Church History,” 1878. In 
1832 he married his cousin, the Hon. Frances Mary 
Treuch, sister of Lord Ashtown, by Whom he had 
a numerous family.

The Senate Worrying Over the A 

tion Billa—The Marriage of First Cousins 

Not Forbidden. 

Des Moines, Ia., March 29.—The Senate 
spent the greater part of the session on gener- 
al appropriation bills, granting the following 
sums as recommended by the committee: In- 
dependence Insane Hospital, $61,000; Deaf and 
Dumb Institute, $4,450; Agricultural College, 
$5,300; Blind College, $10,200; Normal Schools, 
$25,250. The appropriations over which_there 
was likely to be an extended debate were made 
a special order for tomorrow, beginning at 
10:30 a. m. These were for the Clarinda Asy- 
lum, the Benedict Home, and the expense of 
Iowa's exhibit at the New Orleans Exposition. 
The Senate indefinitly postponed the bilis mak- 
ing an appropriation for a new Oapitoigand for 
the Prisoners’ Aid Association. 

In the House the bill prohibiting marriages 
between first cousine was defeatea on the 
third reading. The House spent the afternoon 
on the Benate bill providing for the election 
and compensation of County Attorneys. The 
bill allows the Board of Supervisors to fix the 
compensation at sums ranging from $3800 to 
$1,500. The bill was passed.

THE ACADEMY WINS. 


The Claim of the Santa Clara Female Acad- 
emy to an Interest in the Boone Block 
Sustained by the Supreme Court. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of the St. Clara Female Academy ot Wis- 
cousin, appellant, against Francis Joseph Sul- 
Uvan et al., appellees, affecting the ownership 
of the lots covered by the Boone Block, Nos. 
129 to 135 La Salle street, at the northeast cor- 
ner of Madison and La Salle, and other valu- 
able city property, being an appeal from the 
Superior Court of Cook County, was filed Satur- 
day at Springeid. The litigation in this case 
runs back for many years and is exceedingly 
complicated. Judd Braley, the owner of 
this and other property, died in 1863, 
leaving his property to be divided 
among his widow and several children. 
Mary E. Braley, his daughter, died in the St. 
Clara Academy in 1874, having previously be- 
queathed her interest in ber father’s estate to 
the academy aforesaid. By this will the St. 
Clara Academy ciaimed an undivided one-third 
of the lot on the north side of Madison street 
from La Salle street to Exchange alley—that. 
is, 101 feet east from the corner by fifty-five 
feet north; also in a tragt on the east side of 
Wells street, between Schiller and Goethe, de- 
scribed as Lots 88 and 89 in Sheldon’s Subdi- 
vision of Lots 61 to 90 in Bronson’s Addition to 
Chicago; also in certain real estate in Kanka- 
kee County. Some time in the "60s the Union 
Mutual Life-Insurance Company got a ground 
lease of the Madison street property from Jo- 
hauna Collins, Mr. Braley’s widow |who had 
married a second time, and who died 
in 1883], and subsequently erected thereon the 
building known as the Boose Block. By this 
lease, which runs to 1902, the company agreed 
to pay $3,300 a year in quarterly payments, but 
have paid nothing since January, 1883, on the 
ground that there has been no person author- 
ized to receive the rents, the estate being in 
litigation. The claim of the St. Clara Academy 
was opposed by the relatives of the testuatrix, 
the principal grounds alleged being undue in- 
fluence at the time of making the will and the 
right of outside corporations to hold property 
in this State, The case was heard in the Supe- 
rior court before Judge Shepard, who gave a 
decision against the academy and in favor of 
the other claimants. This decision has beeu 
reversed by the Supreme Court by the decision 
filed Saturday. :

A MODERN MIRACLE, 


Remarkable Story of an Invalid for Seven

80 
sensitive did she become to noise that a/foot- 
fall as far away as she could bear it made her 
feel as if some one was stepping on her. 

The Rev. J. B. MoCormick became interested 
in the case, and it was determined to resort to 
an effort for a faith cure. Miss Brown says 
she felt that in answer to prayer she would be 
healed, and accordingly communications were 
sent to several persons securing their united 
prayers in ber bebalf, and Thursday, Sept. 
24, and Tuesday, Oct. 6, were appointed as 
days of supplication to Almighty God tor the 
restoration of the invalid, who was on the 
verge of tne grave. As to the result Miss 
Brown says: 

The last-named day I sensibly felt a feel- 
ing of deep peace and quiet come over me; 
and I heard a voice near by saying the prayers 
offered for me were heard and I should be re- 
stored; but 1 was to use the strength that was 
given me, and I should be sustained. At that 
time I was reduced to a mere skeleton, could 
not sit up or stand alone, and was O, so weak, 
miserable, and sensitive, taking two persons to 
assist me to walk a few steps. I gave up all 
medicine and began to gradually improve. By 
the Ist of November I could walk by the aid 
of acane. I felt all the time as if strong 
bande were me up, and ‘I constantly 
sought increuse of faith, and that my under 
standing might be enlarged and my mind en- 
lightened that I might kuow His will concerna- 


ing me. 

“I also felt that He bad a desu and was 
teaching me needful lessons of patience and 
entire dependence in His power to keep me.

Iam conscious of strength re- 
turning all the time, and I just trust all in the 
bands of my great Physician, knowing He is 
able and is faithful to do all He bas promised.“ 

The case has created widespread interest in 
this city and county, where the facts are 
known, and those who doubt the story have 
ocular demonstration of ite truth on calling to 
see Miss Brown. Religious people regard it as 
a miracie of divine grace.

He was 
told that the only way in which he could win 
was by licking me. We fought twenty-seven 
rounds and I was the victor, so I gave him 
$25 and kept the remainder, Then I de 
mined to be a fighter, not because I liked the 
business, but because of the money in it.

I never in- 
tend to fight again, except on my own terms, 
which are for not less than $5.000 a side and 
the fight to be in private.

I am not 
going to risk being imprisoned for a term of 
years merely to oblige some young fellow who 
wants to make a reputation by fighting.me.”

THE BALANCE WE PAY IN TRADE WITH 
SOUTH AMERICAN STATES. 


The Money Spent in Buying in Europe the 
Very Merchandise We Have to Sell—Our 
Trade with Brazil—Progress of South 
American States—Proposed International 
Conference—How to Recover the Lost 
Markets. 

Wasmxdrox. D. C., March 27.—Judge Thach- 
er and Mr. W. E. Curtis of the South Ameri- 
can Commission addressed a sub-committee of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations to- 
day in support of Senator Frye’s bill for a 
Congress of American Republics. 

Mr. Curtis said that south of the Kio Grande 
and the Guit of Mexico there were about 


, 40,000,000 people engaged in a foreign com- 


merce amounting to over $800,000,000 a year, 
about equally divided between exports and im- 
ports. The exports, be said, consist of raw 
products, and always will, while thé imports 
are of manutactured merchandise. uring the 
last twenty years, be said, the United States 
had exported to Spanish-American States 
$442,000,000 worth of merchandise, and had pur- 
chased raw materials m value exceeding that 
sum by 6768, 000, 000, which eXcess we paid in 
cash. During all this time those countries bad 
been buying in Europe the very merchandise 
we have bad for sale. 

The most absurb spectacle in the commercial 
world was the trade we carry on with Brazil. 
We buy nearly all ner raw products, while she 
spends the money we pay for them in England 
and France. Neariy every ton of this com- 


mere pays a tax to English bankers and ves- 
sel-owners. We had removed the tax on im- 
ported coffee a few years ago, whereupon Bra- 
zil had immediately put on an export duty; so 
the attempt of Congress to secure a cheaper 
breakfast for the workimgman simply 
resulted in diverting several millions dollars 
from the United States to the Brazilian Treas- 
ury. Mexico and the countries wasbed 
by the Caribbean Sea produce a better quality 
of coffee than Brazil, and, if the United States 
would consent to discriminate againag Brazii- 
ian coffee raised by slave labor, the nations of 
Central America and the Spanish Main would 
reciprocate by admitting free our flour, lum- 
ber, provisions, lard, dairy products, and other 
articles, which are now subject to an almost 
prohibitory tariff. Brazil was in such a condi- 
tion financially and commercially that if we 
did not buy ber coffee it would rot on the trees. 
Englishmen held mortgages upon the Brazilian 
plantations and dictated their own terms of 
trade. They charged one profit on the mer- 
chandise sold. another as interest on advances, 
a third on the coffee purchased. and a fourth 
as interest on payments deferred; while they 
made three profits out of us—first, on the 
cottee they sell us; second, on transportation 
charges; and third, in discounting our bills in 
London, 

We buy over 30 per cent of what the South 
American countries produce and furnish them 
only 6 per cent of their imports. The balance 
of trade against us is neariy $100,000,000 a year. 
The cause of this astonishing phenomenon is 
our negiect to furnish the ways and means of 
ecommerce. While we had been pointing with 
pride at our internal development Engiand 
and France had been stealing our markets 
away from us. The problem of recovering 
them was easy of solution. The States of Cen- 
tral and South America would buy all we had 
to sell if intelligent measures were used to cul- 
tivate the markets and means were provided 
for delivering the goods. Those countries were 
seeking political intimacy with the United 
States. They recognized the guperiority of our 
products, and offered and paid subsidies to our 
Ships. Brazil was now paying $100,900 annual- 
ly to an American steamship line. The Argen- 
tine Republic held out a standing offer of $96,- 
000 a year to any company that would e¢stab- 
lish a line between Buenos Ayres and New 
York under the American flag, while at the 
same time she had twenty-one lines, sailing 
from forty-five to sixty steamships, between 
Buenos Ayres and European ports to which she 
paid nothing. 

Even more surprising than our negiect of 
opportunities was vur ignorance of the condi- 
uon and progress of those countries. The de- 
velopment of the southern halt of South 
America is nearly as rapid as our own. 
Immigration is flooding it, internal improve- 
ments are opening new and fertile fields, and 
wealth is increasing in a ratio enjoyed by no 
other section of -the-giobe... 
ports to Brazil, Uruguay, Chili. and the Argen- 
tine Republic reached the enormous sum of 
$250,000,000 annually, of which this country 
furnished about $17,000,000, yet the manufact- 
urers of the United States could supply nearly 
everything represented in the aggregate. The 
consumption of cotton goods alone amounts 
to over $60,000,000 annually, 95 per cent of 
which was supplied by the milis of Manches- 
ter. Our merchants sent honest goods to com- 
pete with dishonest ones. The popularity 
of American goods was such that nearly 
every bale of the bogus fabric shipped from 
Manchester bore the coat-of-arms of the United 
States and was marked Best American ¢driil- 
ings, Massachusetts, United States of Amer 
ea. As long as the freught from Liverpool, 
Hamburg, and Bordeaux remained $15 a ton 
merchants could not be induced to pay $40 « 
— to bring merchandise from the United 

tates. 

Under instructions of the Secretary of State 
the South American Commission submitted to 
each of the Governments visited a series of 
propositions covering the suggestions con 
tained in Senator Frye’s bill, and, with the ex- 
ception of Chili, each promptly and cordiaily 
accepted the proposiions made. Chili de 
clined to enter iuto any compact, by treaty or 
otherwise. The proposition to bold a confer- 
ence of American nations was not declined by 
Chili, but was taken under advisement, reserv- 
ing the right to accept or decline when the 
United States was prepared to submit the pro- 
posed plan in detail. 

Everywhere except in Chili the commission 
found an intense prejudice against England. 
Duties were placed upon the articles most 
largely imported from the United States which 
placed them beyond the reach of the masses, 
yet every where except in Cuſli the proposition 
for a reciprocity was heartily received. Amer- 
ican flour often sells for $25 a barrel, ana none 
but the rich can use it. Two-thirds of this 
price represents the import duty. Petroleum 
put on board a ship in New York at 15 cents a 
galion is sold in South American cities at 25 
cents a pint. The necessaries of life were 
taxed and the luxuries admitted. For example, 
a certain Government placed a duty of 400 per 
cent ad valorem on kerosene oil, while it ad- 
mitted watehes, jewelry, and diamonds at the 
rate of 90 cents a pound. Importers were fined 
for failma@ to cross a t or dot an i, for misspell- 
ing a word, or for an erasure or biot iu their 
invoices. The customs officials were compen- 
sated trom the fines they imposed, and were 
constantly tempted to injastice. 

[We are undersold in all these countries by 
England, Germany, and France. Our war tar- 
iff still continues, with tne slight reductions 
made on some articies in 1883; and a high tar- 
iff makes dear goods, and dear goods cannot 
de vold in the neutral markets in open compe- 
tition with the cheap manufactures of En- 
giand and other countries. Our so-called 
protective tariff protects them against our 
manufacturers, It really amounts to an export 
taxon our goods. It acts exactiy in that way, 
and prohibits their sale abroad by rendering 
them too dear to find a foreign market. That 
is the naked truth, and it is the hight of foliy 
and asinine stupidity for our statesmen, in 
Congress or out of it, to shut their eyes there- 
to. The monstrous tariff must come down if 
we reaily desire to recover the power of ex- 
porting anything except agricultural products, 
petroleum, a few notions, and the precious 
metals.

A CHESTER CONVICT SEEKS RELEASE 
UNDER THE MACKIN DECISION.

Long John Loses Several Points in the Ma- 
rine Company Litigation—A Munificent 
Bequest—A Speculation That Did Not 
Pay—A Debter Who Must Face the Mu- 
sle—Notes—The Record. 

The effect of the decision in the Mackin-Gal- 
lagher cases bids fair to be far-reaching in its re- 
sults. Yesterday a convict in the Chester Peniten- 
tiary who has been in prison ever since October.
